Turkish Women Are.

those days tiie czar cnose his wife from 
among bis subjects, and she was never 
considered b'« equal The matters vote 
arranger! in toi- \\ay—on a certain day 
the nobles bronght tbeir young daugh- 
ters to be looked at, and she who took 
the emperor's fancy was forthwith eho- 
seu to be bis wile. 


Tbe princesses were kept with the 


same strictness as eastern princesses,
